For a year, he was sent out un 
operations, but on the night of Dec- 
ember 9, 1942, on a operational tour, 
he and his crew were forced down in 
occupiéd territory and were held as 
prisoners until May of this year. 

During this time as a prisoner of 
war, he was stationed in different 
P.O.W, camps in Germany. With the 
falling of Germany it was feared that 
he might have been one of the un- 
fortunate boys that met with ili fate 
at the hands of the Germans,
